Cucuta, Colombia, March &.- 
(United News.)—Latest reports from 
Caracas, Venezuela, received here to- 
day, said 30 persons had been killed 
in Venezuelan disorders. This does 
not include the six policemen who 
were lynched by students. 

Students arrested in 
with the disorders are still being 
held in their dungeon jail, although 
the government has offered to liber- 
ate them under bail. The students 
decline to negotiate with the govern- 
‘ment, it was said.

(United News.)—First details of re- 
cent disorders in Caracas, capital of 
Venezuela, was brought to Colombia 
today by commercial travelers who 
crossed the Venezuelan border at Cu

United States action in Nicaragua 
and against the possibility that Vene- 
guela might loge its rich oil lands at 
Maracaibo to foreign concerns caused 
the disorders, the travelers said. 

There were many casualties and 
six policemen. were said to have been 
lynched by students in retaliat-on for 
the police action in shootinz into a 
¢rowd of rioting students, many of 
whom were said to have been killed 
or wounded, and the remainder taken 
to the under-sea level dungeons at 
Porto Cabello. 

Some young pupils still wearing 
knickers even changed these for long 
pants so that the police could arrest 
them, the travelers said. 

During three consecutive days ac- 
tivities were suspended and only wom- 
en and children wearing black could 
be seen in Caracas streets. 

The travelers said that army and 
police forces under Eustoqui: Gomez. 
the president’s brother, dispersed pop- 
ular meetings by using machine guns. 

The French minister, according to 
the travelers’ unconfirmed {by offi- 
cial sources) accounts, who attempt- 
ed to mediate and prevent bloodshed. 
was ordered to leave the county. 

The travelers could not ascertain 
the number of casualties, sayin: that 
those suffered by the students were 
quite heavy. The travelers said it 
was known, however, that six police- 
men were kil 

It was asserted that police shot 
down part of a crowd of rioting stu- 
dents and arrested the remainder. 

On the day following this tragedy, 
the newspaper said, society women pa- 
raded the streets of Caracas, \-caring 
eaps and black ribbons in silent pro- 
test against the police action, and 
marched to Bolivar square, where ma- 
chine guns had been installed by the 
authorities. 

The troulte started, El Tiem: > 
quoted travelers as saying, when more 
than §00 students paraded, singing 
“The Marseillaise’’ and shouting 
“Down with the tyrant Gomez’—the 
president. .. 

The El Tiempo reports declared 
that several prominent citizens wore 
killed and that the Chilean minister 
and the secretary of the Cuban lega- 
tion were slightly wounded. 

A drastic censorship has been im- 
posed in Venezuela.

FYE-WITNESS 
TELLS OF SHOT 
IN SPEED TRAP 


Says Fatal Bullet Was 
Fired From Right of 
Car in Which Miss 
Monteabaro Died. 


OFFICER APPEARED 
AT SAME TIME 


Alabama Attorney Gener- 
al Accuses Blake De- 
fense of “Framing” Tes- 
timony To Free Officer. 


Columbiana, Ala., March 8,.—(#)— 
The story of how Officers H. F. 
Blake and W. D. Farmer, of Calera, 
chased Miss Louise Monteabaro’s 
coupe down the Birmingham-Calera 
Lighway a few minutes before she was 
shot to death was told on the wit- 
ness stand here late today by Charlie 
Bozeman. 

He told of seeing a small automo- 
bile coming down the road at a speed 
of some 35 miles an hour with a mo- 
torcycle speeding along behind it. As 
it passed him he said he could see a 
young woman sitting alohe in the 
car. Just before the car rounded a 
bend in the road he said the motor- 
cycle passed, and then a few minutes 
later he heard two shots about three 
seconds apart. 

Testimony as to what happened at 
the end of the chase was offered in 
evidence of Mrs. Minnie Foster and 
her husband, Henry Foster, who said 
they could see the highway where Miss 
Monteabaro’s car was.said to have 
come to a stop. 

Mrs. Foster testified she heard a 
report and saw the flash of a gun just 
as a small car came to a stop on the 
highway. She said the flash from 
the pistol was on the right hand side 
of the car, Shortly afterwards a 
motorcycle: passed beyond the auto- 
mobile and stopped in the light from 
the head lamps and a man dismounted 
and walked back to the automobile. 

She said she was watching from 
the window of her home about 175 
yards west of the highway and that 


‘her attention was attracted by the 


sound of a siren as the motorcycle 
and automobile came toward her. 


She was substantiated in her tes- 
timony by her husband, Henry Foster, 
who said he was standing in the yard 
of his home at the time. 

John ., Farlow, of Carrollton, Ga., 
a surprise witness, testified Miss 
Monteabaro was apparently in good 
spirits when she entered a Calera 
cafe shortly before she was shot to 
death the night of last November 14. 


She laughed and joked with Officer 
W. Farmer, Farlow testified. 
Farmer was indicted on a murder 
charge with Blake by a Shelby coun- 
ty grand jury which investigated’ the 
girl’s death. 

Dr. W. W. Stuart, a Selma, Ala., 
physician, who performed an autopsy 
on the girl's body, testified he was 
convinced the wound could not have 


been self-inflicted, because of the ‘ab- 


sence of powder burns and because 
he believed the wound had been 
caused by a bullet of .38 caliber. The 
girl carried a pistol of .32 caliber. 


Blake contends the girl committed 
suicide when he and Farmer took her 
into custody for speeding, =Ithough 
he admitted “firing one shot into the 
air to frighten -her.” 


The opposing legal forces continued 
a heated verbal battle which began 
with the opening of the trial Monday. 
Attorney General Charlie C. McCall, 
heading the prosecution, today charged 
defense attorneys with “framing” 
testimony because the defense is said 
to have presented affidavits to show 
Miss‘ Marion Redfern, a state witness, 
was. too ill to appear in court, » 

Miss Redfern was placed on the 
stand by Mr. McCall and denied she 
ever had roomed with the dead girl or 


had heard her intimate that some time 


she “might take her own life.” At- 
torneys for the state said Miss Red- 
fern was.to have testified to this ef- 
fect for the defense. 

Judge E. F. Lyman today set trial 
for Officer Farmer for the April term 
of court.

Tampa, Fla., March 8.—(P)—A 
“race for liberty” was started by fed-

there. 

Smith, in custody of Georgia offi- 
cers, was started for Atlanta shortly 
before noon by automobile, extradi- 
tion papers for his return having been 
signed by Governor Martin at Talla- 
hassee. 

After the party had departed Fed- 
eral Judge William H. Hunt signed 
an order directed against Sheriff L. 
M. Hiers of this county and the Geor- 
gia officers to show cause why they 
should not release Smith pending 
habeas corpus proceedings, which will 
be held in abeyance until March 19. 

Two messengers were dispatched on 
different routes from Tampa by At- 
torney H. G. Sabine, representing 
Smith, to overtake the Georgia offi- 
cers and Smith before théy crossed 
the Florida state line. 

In asking Judge Hunt for the writ 
Sabine declared the Atlanta contractor 
was not identified as the man named 
in the extradition papers,- which called 
for the return of L. C. Smith.

Leonard C. Smith, former Atlanta 
builder, was indicted by the Fulton 


county grand jury a week ago on 
three false swearing counts growing 
out of his statements in contractors’ 
affidavits presented on application of 
loans from a loca] trust company, the 
solicitor’s office says.

to individuals for sale on the open 
market and the proceeds used to help 
extinguish the party deficit before the 
1924 campaign. 

James A. Patten, a Chicago grain 
commission merchant, who years ago 
startled the world by obtaining a near- 
corner on the wheat market, tesfified 
that the late Fred W. Upham, treas- 
urer of the republic&®n committee at 
that time, gave him $25,000 in Liberty 
bonds in December, 1923, and asked 
him te make a contribution in an 
equal sum to the party to help wipe 
out a deficit which Upham then plac- 
ed between $600,000 and $800,000. 

Patten said he sent the national 
committee his check for this amount, 
collected the bonds later and turned 
them over to the Jefferson hospital 
in Chicago, to which he had promised 
a donation of $25,000. The one-time 
wheat king said he was “made in- 
dignant” at the size of the deficit, but 
saw the necessity of paying it off. 

“Il wondered why Upham gave me 
the bonds instead of selling them in 
the New York market, where the 
best price might be obtained,” Patten 
said, adding that at the time he had 
no idea of the origin of the bonds. He 
furnished the committee a list of the

Hegtook an interest in 
fraternal orders and was a knight 
of honor of the Royal Arcanum. 

Funeral arrangements have not 
been completed, but probably will .be 
held sometime Saturday.

“No one is exempt from either 
slander or libel in the United States 
senate—no one from the president of 
the nation to a prisoner in the peni- 
tentiary—except members of the ciuh,” 
said Colonel Smith. His speech was 
also the first detailed statement siuce 
being named senator three times, once 


by election and twice by desiguation 
of Governor Len Small. He was un- 
able to take his seat because the sen- 
ate barred him for accepting «am- 
paign contributions from public util- 
ities. ® 

“What are 800,000 citizens of Illi- 
nois to half a hundred senators?’ he 
asked in referring to the 800,000 votes 
he received in the election more than 
a year ago. “What, indeed, are the 
whole 7,000,000 of our people in LI- 
linois to that little, half-hunded, 
when presidential nominating conven- 
tions are approaching and every s?c- 
ond democratic desk in the seunrte 
chamber is ornamented. with a light. | 
ning rod, as well as several rcepublic- 
an desks?’ 

Colonel Smith said that the com- 
ing campaign would be wagod by him 
on the same platform as his previous 
one but that the rea] issue is whether 
the senate has the right “upon ny 
grounds or no grounds as it sees fit 
to accept or reject whoever you may 
elect as senator, whether you agree 
with the senate or whethe: you don't.” 

If elected for the second time and 
given his. credentials for the fourth 
time, he stated that he was certain 
he would be seated. 

Reviewing his former campaign and 
the resulting controversy over his 
right to be seated, Colonel Smith said 
that he had waged his campaign on 
clearly defined issues and had won 
in the primary “overwhelmingly.”. 

“I was proud,” he said, “because 
I knew—and because the men and 
women who voted for me also knew 
—that my success came after as clean 
a campaign as was ever made in be- 
en of any candidate in this or any 
state.

“In the same maner we can do 
away with costly and unsightly higa- 


| power transmission lines, which form 
'a net work across the country today,” 
| he continued. “We can generate pow- 
‘er at the source of supply—at the 
'eoal mines and the water falls—and 
‘shoot it into the air, eliminating the 
| transportation of coal and the string- 


Another project which the scientist 
is interested in is the commercial de- 
velopment of his “lumniophone.” This 
strange instrument, no larger than 
an ordinary library table, can pro- 
duce organ music by the use of light 
rays shining on a revolving disk. 

Has Keyboard. 

The instrument, itself, has a key 
board similar to a small organ. Above 
the key board are two revolving brass 
disks; perforated with rows of tiny 
holes. Above the disks are a series 
of small electric lights, fitted with 
powerful lenses to direct the rays on 
the holes in the disks. 

As a key 1s pressed, a light flashes, 
the ray strikes a certain row of holes 
on the spinning disk and a clear, true 
tone comes forth through a loud 
speaker. 

The tone is much clearer and truer 
than that produced by the best of 
wind organs, Grindell - Matthews 
stated. There are no reeds to be af- 
fected by climatic changes. 

“The ordinary pipe organ’ costs 
around $15,000,” he said, “but the 
‘lumniophone’ can be built and sold 
for less than $2,000.”

He served during 
the mest important period of the de- 
velopment of the Georgia public serv- 
ice commission as the chairman of 
that body and later in the office of 
secretary of state he brought a 
scholarly dignity and a keen intellect 
that was a credit to his people and 
to. his state.

As chairman of the public service 
commission, as mayor of his home 
city of Thomasville, as _ railroad 
builder and railroad lawyer, as a 
member of his state's 
sembly and finally as secretary of 
state he served always with a deep 
and abiding love of his state and his 
people and worked tirelessly with all 
his energy for the betterment of the 
conditions in which .hey lived. 

Secretary McLendon was one of 
the old school of statesmen who held 


servants shohld be elevated to high 
posts and to be retained in them on 
their merits alone. He scorned politi- 
cal bargaining and politica] chicanery 
and was ever ready to defend his he- 
lief with all his marvelous ability. He 
felt that public officials should be 
men of understanding, of scholarly 


attainments and of an ability to -en- | 


able them to cope with the best minds 
of the country in behalf of his state 


and in his own career he filled in | 
these requirements of | 


every degree 
statesmanship. 
Born in Thomas County. 

Colonel McLendon was born in 
Thomas county, December 13, 1854, 
the son of William McLendon and 
Carolina McIntosh McLendon. His 
early education was received in the 


publie school of Thomasville, Georgia. | 


Later he attended the University of 
Virginia, where he received an acad- 
emic degree in the year 1873. In 1875, 
after taking a law course at the Uni- 
versity of Georgia. Colonel McLendon 
graduated from that institution. 

Colonel McLendon, on leaving the 
University of Georgia, went back to 
Thomasville where he “hung out his 
shingle’ and began his first prac- 
tice of law which was déstined to 
mark him in later years as one of 
Georgia’s foremost authorities on 
law. 

In those early days of his career 
his father was known as a large rail- 
road builder, and during his vacation 
from his ‘studies, he would journey to 
whatever site his father was handling 
construction work, and YWmany times 
assisted the bookkeeper in the commis- 
sary. The firm with which Colonel] Mc- 
Lendon’s father was connected had 
built the railroad from Thomasville 
to Albany, and later the road from 
Waycross to Albany, which at that 
time was known as the Brunswick 
and. Albany railroad. Various other 
roads were graded by his father’s 
firm. which included the road from 
Camilla to Newton, which, however, 
was never completed; the road from 
Bainbridge to Cuthbert, which at this 
date constitutes a part of the Geor- 
gia, Florida and Alabama railroad. 

Mayor of Thomasville. 

Aside from his practice of law in 
Thomasville, Colonel McLendon was 
elected mayor in 1879, and was one 
of the active organizers of the Thom- 
asville Library association. In the 
year of 1884 he was elected to the 
Georgia house of representatives, 
serving in that office until 1888, when 
he became general counsel for H. B. 
Plant, who built and owned the Plant 
system of railroads. 

In 1890, Colonel McLendon was mar- 
ried to Miss Emil Hamilton, of Athens, 
Ga., and to this union there were born 
two children, one of whom died at the 
age of 3, and the other succumbing 
at 14 vears. 

At the age of 15 Colonel McLendon 
earned his first money as a result of 
his own work, and all of the money he 
earned in his early youth he gave with 
inexpressible pleasure to his mother, 
not because she needed it, but because 
of the extreme pleasure he derived in 
thus giving to her his earnings. 

Georgia Rail Commission. 

In 1907 Colonel McLendon was 
elected to the newly created Georgia 
railroad commission, where he served 
as chairman until 1918 when he was 
elected to the seat of secretary of 
state, which position he held until his 
death. 

Colonel McLendon was known as a 
lawyer-scholar of the old school. His 
first inspiration to study law was 
after he had heard the then Senator 
Benjamin H. Hil: lecture on “Con- 
stitutiona] Law” at the University of 
Georgia. The fundamental law of the 
United States has been, probably. his 
chief study, and there were said to 
have been few men who had a broader 
or deeper understanding of the United 
States constitution than he. His in- 
formation has often been widely 
sought, especially on the money ques- 


tion and the tariff, being a firm be- 
liever in “sound money and protec- 
tion.” : 

At his home in Thomasville, the late 


Senator Mark Hanna also had a home. 
It is told that President McKinley, 
while visiting Senator Hanna, was pre- 
vailed upon to make a trip to Talla- 
hassee, Fla., but did not feel inclined 
to make the trip unless he could re- 
turn to Thomasville on the same day. 
Colonel McLendon, hearing of this, vol- 
unteered the services of a special] train 
with the compliments of Mr. Plant, 
by whom he was employed at that 
time. The ery included the presi- 
dent’s wife, Mrs. McLendon and Mr. 
Cortelyou, who later was secretary of 
the treasury. 

His broad learning in the field of 
constitutional history, aside from being 
a close personal friend of the late 
United States Senator Thomas H. 
Watson, led Mr. Watson, in 1913, to 
engage him as his attorney in the 
federal court in that year, where his 
motion to quash the indictment ‘against 
his friend was sustained. 

For many years in Atlanta Colonel 
McLendon resided at the Kimball 
house, where he came to be a familiar 
and characteristic figure among the 
legislators and public officials who 
thronged the place. In later years 
he maintained his residence at the 
Henry Gradv hotel.

PUBLICATION CAUSES 
FLIGHT POSTPONEMENT. 

New York, March 
News.)—The New York Sun said to- 
day that a “premature story in the 
London Daily Express” spoiled an 
attempt by Captain Walter Hinch- 
liffe and the Hon. Elsie Mackay, 
daughter of Lord Inchcape, British 
shipowner, to achieve the first big 
flying sensation of the year. 

he Sun said it received its in- 
formation from Hinchliffe’s American 
representative, John Gillespie. 

The story quoted Gillespie as say- 
ing Miss Mackay wanted to be the 
first woman to fly across the At- 
lantic, but her family would not con- 
sent to let her risk it. 

“Instead of abandoning the idea, 
she arranged with Captain Hinch- 
liffe to make the attempt anyway, 
but told her parents she was planning 
to fly to India,” the story continues. 
‘Their intention, according to Gilles- 
pie, was to take off ostensibly for 
India and as soon as they were in 
the air to turn the nose of their 
Stinson-Detroiter westward instead of 
southeast.” 

The Sun said Hinchliffe had been 
in secret communication with Gilles- 
pie for two months and had also been 
gcetting, secretly, weather reports 
from ships at sea. 

Came to U. S. for Ship. 


A few months ago Hinchliffe came 
to the United States. He was rec- 
ognized at Boston but would not di- 
vulge the nature of his mission. He 
returned to England in a day or two. 
“While here,” the Sun said, “he 
bought a Stinson-Detroiter monoplane 
similar to that used by Brock and 
Schlee in their flight from Detroit to 
Japan.” , 

Since the plane arrived in England 
secret preparations for the trans-At- 
lantic hop have been going forward, 
the newspaper said. This tallies ex- 
actly with the Daily Express story. 

“It was the pilot’s intention to fly 
to Philadelphia if his gasoline held 
out that far.” the Sun said. Other- 
wise he would have landed at Roose- 
velt field.” 

“Gillespie’s last message from Cap- 
tain Hinchliffe stated that the plane 
was ready and that he and Miss Mac- 
kay intended to start their secret 
flight to America on the full moon 
of March 6. Adverse weather held 
them up for a day and then the 
London paper ‘broke’ the story. It 
is believed here that so far as Lord 
Inchcape’s daughter is concerned, the 
flight is not off for all time.” 


WILL TEST PLANE 
IN INDIA FLIGHT. 

London, March 8.—(/)—A_ 4,000- 
mile flight to India as a preliminary 
test for an attempt to make the first 
flight from Europe to America in 
May or June is being planned by 
Captain Walter Hinchliffe, noted 
British aviator. 

The captain said that he probably 
would start for India in about three 
weeks as a long preliminary test for 
the trans-Atlantic hop, but denied 
that Miss Mackay would accompany 
him on either attempt. Miss Mac- 
kay, he said, has given financial sup- 
port to his undertaking and has tak- 
en part in trial flights, but that is the 
extent of her participation.

Largest Eastern Park. 

When completed the park will con- 
stitute probably the largest park east 
of the Rocky mountains, embracing 
approximately 427,000 acres of land. 
accordjng to David C. Chapman, 
chairman of the Tennessee gark com- 
mission at Knoxville. The area will 
lie half in North Carolina and half 
in Tennessee, taking in parts of the 
counties of Swain, Haywood and 
Jackson jn North Carolina and Blount, 
Sevier and Cook in Tennessee. 

The plan is to turn the park over 
to the federai government for up- 
keep after its establishment, no na- 
tional appropriation having been made 
because the government may not pur- 
chase parks but accept the gift of 
them. 

Bounded by the Big Pigeon and the 
Little Tennesse rivers, the park will 
contain the crest of the Great Smoky 
mountain which is the dividing line 
between the two states. 

Geographically, Great Smoky Mo.n- 
tain National Park will lie close to 
the great centers of population. . It is 
nearly halfway between the Gulf of 
Mexico and the Canadian border, 15 
miles closer to the Atlantie ocean than 
to the Mississippi river. It is nearer

SAMUEL GUYTON M’LENDON. 

Georgia lost a great and good 
official and citizen in the passing of 
Secretary of State S. G. McLendon. 
His death was not unexpected, as 
he had been slowly sinking for near- 
ly two months, his illness resulting 
from a cold contracted late in De- 
cember. 

In the closing -weeks of his ill- 
ness he showed the same tenacity 
and courage and radiating good 
spirit that characterized his rong 
and honored career. : 


He was cheerful to the very end, 
and passed away with a smile of 
contentment on his face. 


In many respects Secretary Mc- 
Lendon was one of the most re- 
markable men in the state.

Exchange 
Parcelling. 


“Ruilverkaveling,” meaning the re- 
distribution of parcels of land in con- 
formity with a set of rules, in order 
that a more logical and economic dis- 
tribution may be obtained, is in »rog- 
ress in Holland now. In thickly pop- 
ulated countries, many generations of 
inheritance often leaves land par- 
celled into such small lots that vwn- 
ers find it very difficult to cultivate 
them. Sometimes in Holland = one 
finds tracts of land one yard wide . nd 
100 yards long. On the isle of Ame- 
land, north of the province of Gron- 
ingen, for instance, a piece of ground 
of an area of S40 acres used to be 
parcelled into 4,800 lots, belong to 466 
owners. Now that “exchange parcell- 
ing’ is in operation, a commission ar- 
ranges for exchange of lots among 
owners in such manner that each man 
has all his ground in one piece, if pos- 
sible. Before the “exchange parcell- 
ing.” one owner of 30 acres possessed 
it in 269 pieces and it took him five 
hours walking to visit all his posses- 
sions. Now he still has 30 acres, but

The Slow Aceretions of Science. 

It may appear to the casual ob- 
server that our agricultural schools 
and colleges are not strongly and 
profitably leavening our farming popu- 
lation. But they are. 

‘hose experts in agriculture and 
national. economics who have a back- 
ground of studies beginning in. the 
last decade of the last century—say 
from 1890 uy to date—are able to 
list the many and impressive advances 
in agricultura) Knowledge and methods 
that have come through the colleges 
into the actual fields of American farm 
culture. 

One should remember that the speci- 
fic fostering of agricultural colleges 
by state and national administrations 
came into operation within the easy 
memory of many of us who are yet 
living. ‘The first experiments were 
sporadic and feeble. because they were 
experimental in the teeth of wide- 
spread skepticism of their practical 
usefulness, 

But the vogue for them has steadily 
grown, as their results have proven 
valuable, and now we have one or 
more of these agricultural and mechan- 
ical colleges in nearly all the states 
of the union. In several of them the 
number of students annually enrolled 
is greater than that ia the elassical 
stale university.

completed, One bill, introduced by 
Representative Blanton, of Texas. pro- 
vides for reduction of the size of the 
house from 435 members to 500 mem- 
bers. 

After making eleven successive ap- 
portionments on the basis of each de 
cetinial census, congress failed to > 
apportion the membership after the 
1920 enumeration. The failure was 
due to the belief that the 1920 census 
was not a correct reflection of the ac- 
tual population of the various states 
and was unfair in many instances be- 
cause of the many changes caused by 
the war.

Lewis had de- 
scribed the Pittsburgh Coal company 
as a “Mellon concern.” and Senator 
\Wheeler, democrat, Montana, sought 
immediately to obtain from Lesher the 
names vf stockholders of his organt- 
zation 

Lesher said he did not have such 
information but assured the commit- 
tee that it would be forthcoming from 
other sources. 

At the instance of Oliver K. Eaton, 
attorney for the union, the company 
officer outlined. his administrative 
duties and brie‘ly traced the history 
and scope of his organization. He 
said that a formal statement of its 
side of the case would be submitted | 
later. 

Senator Wagner, democrat, New | 
York, asked Lesher for statistics on) 
past earnings of the Pittsburgh Coal 
company, but the witness pleaded un- 
familiarity with those details, Eaton 
then informed the committee that he 
had the figures, and later he asked 
the company officer whether the earr- 
ings were not $14,000,000 in 1917; 
$9,000,000 in 1918, and $4,500,000 in 
1919. Lesher said he could not 
answer, 

As on the opening day, Lewis 
charged the railroads with having con- 
spired to force a reduction of miners 
wages in order to get cheap fuel, at- 
tacked the courts for issuing injunc- 
tion writs against the unions, and 
accused the coal operators with hav- 
ing violated the Jacksonville wage 
agreement, He again directed his fire 
principally at the Pittsburgh Coal 
company, characterizing it the “Bru- 
tus” of the’ coal industry for “be 
traying” the miners by being first to 
abrogate the Jacksonville agreement. 

Wheeler askea if Lewis knew what 
motivated that policy on the part of 
the Pittsburgh concern and Lewis re- 
counted his meeting in 1925 with W. 
(r. Warden, chairman of the board 
for the Pittsburgh Coal company. 

“Warden told me that R. B. Mellon 
had a bad year in 1924,” said the 
miners’ executive, “and that he want- 
ed to make up for it. He had just 
been made chairman of the board of 
directors of the company, and said he 
wanted to make a good record in the 


position for 1925. He said the best 
way to do it was to reduce the min- 
ers’ wages.” 

“This meant,” Lewis continued ve- 
hemently, looking at representatives 
of mine operators in the crowded 
committee room, “to extort from the 
wages of miners additional profits for 
the Pittsburgh Coal company.”

BOY OF 15 GETS 
LIFE SENTENCE 
FOR MATRICIDE 


St. Clairsville, Ohio, March 8.—(/) 
Andy Dyken, 15-year-old slayer of 
his mother, who was sentenced to 
life imprisonment in Ohio peniten- 
tiary this morning, attempted to com- 
mit suicide by hanging himself in his 
cell shortly after he was taken from 
the courtroom. 

Guards overpowered him when they 
found him fastening his belt around 
his neck. . Sheriff T. C. Hardesty re- 
vealed it was the second attempt by 
the boy to take his life in the jast 24 
hours. A,piece of steel, which he had 
taken from his cot, sharpened to a fine 
edge, was taken from him last night. 

Sheriff Hardesty said that Dyken 
remarked to another prisoner last 
night that he knew .a way to escape 
a term in the penitentiary and that 
he intended to “turn the trick.” The 
sheriff said special guards will be 
placed near Dyken’s cell until he is 
taken to the penitentiary next Tues- 
day. He pleaded guilty to a second- 
degree murder charge this morning on 
an agreement of counsel and was sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment at hard 
labor inéthe Ohio penitentiary. 

The evening of December 6; 1927, 
Dyken shot his mother to death as 
she stood in the doorway of their 
farm home, and when his father, Nick 
Dyken, and a farm hand attempted to 
wrest the shotgun from him, shot 
them. 

Dyken appeared pleased with the 
outcome. He said he was looking for- 
ward to the autompbile ride from St. 
Clairsville to Columbus, and _ told 
newspapermen “all he wanted was 
good clothes and plenty of cigarettes.” 

Dyken’s father was in the court- 

Dyken looked at him and re- 
“Well, I suppose the old 
man’s satisfied now.” 

His father has been outspoken in 
favor of Dyken’s conviction. 

The shooting which caused his ar- 
rest followed a reprimand administered 
Dyken by his parents for not attend- 
ing school. In court Dyken testified 
that his father had abused him and 
asserted he did not intend to shoot his 
mother. He said he thought it was 
his father who came tothe door in 
the dusk of the December evening.

One 
such foundation is being considered 
for the University of Georgia, at Ath- 
ens, where Rabbi Joseph Utchen al- 
ready has laid the groundwork.

If vou have a tape worm, it is be- 
cause you have eaten the flesh of 
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of metropolitan propor- 
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some animal that has eaten the eggs. 
In this case, the eggs have hatched 
in his intestines and the embryo 
worms have migrated to his muscles 
and have become encysted . there. 
There are three stages of the tape 
worm-—the egg stage, the encysted 
stage and the adult stage. More on 
tape worms later. 

Many mothets believe that candy 
calises worms. It doesn‘t, nor does 
any other food, unless it happens to 

contaminated. with worm eggs. 
Most of the eggs are probably deposit- 
ed on food by infected handlers who 
are not careful in washing their, 
hands. : 


Infected children who - have not 
been taught the importance of wash- 
ing their hands, can easily contami- 
nate ether children with whom they 
associate. This is one of the reasons 
children should be taught not to 
swap gum, suck on the same candies, 
eat off the same apple, etc. In fact, 
a child should ‘be taught very early 
not to put its fingers, or anything 
else, in its mouth except its proper 
foods

tape worms, fasting, heavy purgation 
and worm medicine are needed, and 
you must see your physician for this.
